Tho peculiar circumstances in cou- 
\ nection with tke trial of the Barclay 

X Sound Indian, ToiiY, ^-ho was found 
5 guilty of nianslauf^hter- and sentenced 
J to five years' imprisonment at tho re- 
cent assizes, apjjear to us to call for 
more than mere passing comment. It 
•" ■'--s.^-.'will bo remembered that the Indian 
■? "who is a member of tho Shecliart tribe, 

was a man of family. His children 
' foil sick and he placed thorn under tlie 

medical treatment of a doctress. It is 
. fair to presume that this " medicine 
^ A woman" did all in her power to allevi- 
W ll^lfcv '"'^^ sufferings of tho children, but 
' ' hor efforts were unavailing and her 
patients died. Now, the deatli of the 
children is not in itself worthy of 
especial iiotej but its sequel is. The 
father, possessed of a strange supersti- 
„< , , . tion inherited by tho tribe to which ho 
/— •• belonged, became convinced that his 
": offspring had been poisoned by the 

doctress and to avongo their death 
killed her in the most barbarous man- 
ner after several days of deep and sullen 
■ meditation. As is already known the 
Indian was arrested and brought to 
• • justice. These, in brief, are the cir- 

■ oumstancos in connection with the case 
and they seem to demand a closer inves- 
tigation of the condition of the Indian 
tribes of tho West Coast of Vancouver 
Island than has yet been made. The 
scene of the crime alluded to is within 
100 miles of this city and the Indians 
of that vicinity number some 1250, 
men, women and children. Of these 
300 may bo designated as warriors. 
North of Barclay Sound and as far up 
i"! '.. as Quatsino there are no less than eight 
different tribes wliich now number 
upwards of 2300 souls. These Indians, 
, , .< as well as those in thq vicinity of Bar- 
.tUi' . clay Sound, have for all time been 
governed by tribal laws, many of which 
inculcate the most barbarous of super- 
atitions, as an example of which we 
■ have referred to the case of Toby. But 

it occurs to us that most of the 
' - crimes arising out of these supersti- 
tions might be happily avoided by tho 
appointment of an Indian agent who 
• should be required not only to reside 

at some central place on the West 
coast but to visit from time to time 
•the various tribss in that locality. 
The natives, we are informed, are 
most desirous of the appointment of 
such an officer — some one to whom 
they could submit their differences and 
by whoso decision they would pledge 
themselves to be governed. The agent 
would necessarily have to bo conver- 
sant with the language of the tribes — 
which for 150 miles along the coast is 
identical — and he should be invested 
with the powers, certainly, of ajusticeof 
y. the peace. He would thus have an au- 
thority which the natives would respect 
and with it the opportunity of diverting 
scenes of bloodshed to tiie paths of 
peace and good order. It may bo es- 
timated that the number of settlers and 
traders on the West coast number about 
40, but amongst them to tho best of 
our knowledge tliere is not one justice 
. , of the peace. At Hcsquiot and at 
■: i ' .Barclay Sound priests connected with the 
Roman Catholic Church have, however, 
for some time been stationed, and there, 
-r ; as elsewhere, their efforts to civilize the 
' r ; ' tribes have been attended with consid- 
erable success. From an economic 
standpoint the appointment of an agent 
cannot fail to recommend itself to the 
Dominion Government, for tlio Cost of 
bringing a prisoner from the West 
Coast to justice here, the passage money 
and allowances of witnesses and the 
employment of special constables in a 
single instance has, we venture to 
state, from first to last, been almost 
equivalant to the annual salary of the 
official alluded to. In the case of Toby 
J ' and in tliat of the other unfortunate 

) Indian, Jacob, on whom sentence of 

,-, death was passed last week what, we 
would ask, has been the cost of bringing 
them to justice? The crime of thcformer 
» prisoner would undoubtedly never liave 
'taken place had tliere been any official 
on tho coast before whom ho could luive 
placed hisgrievance and Jacob migh t have 
been restrained from committing murd- 
er under a like provision. It is there- 
fore to be hoped tho federal authori- 
ties will take the matter of which we 
write into their consideration.

"TTharf Strest." 



Sir: — I had made up my mind not 
to answer any anonymous corresp6nd- 
ents in connection with tho recent rail- 
way discussion because I thought that 
anyone who had iBufficient I interest to 
write on the subject should have no 
hesitation in signing liis name ; but in 
this instance tliere appears to be an 
honest, earnest ring about the short 
and pithy question asked by "Wharf 
Street " which constrains me to break 
through my resolution and give you au 
answer: * • ' • ^ 

The question is, "Should you learn 
that the Govermnont of Canada have 
determined on adopting the Fraser- 
Thompson route for the railway, and 
are prepared to give out contracts on 
that line, will you then insist on fur- 
ther delays for the purpose of survey- 
ing the Pine River or any other more 
northerly pass." 

My answer is : — If tho Dominion 
Government abandon all idea of sur- 
veying tho country from Northcoto to 
Pino River Pass, thence on to iort 
George, to find a. more favorable lino 
than the one now surveyed via Edmon- 
ton and Yellow Head ; and should they 
come to tho conclusion, after a careful 
consideration of tho question on all its 
bearings, to adopt the "Fraser-Thomp- 
son " line, then I bow to their decision 
and would not advocate fresh surveys 
in any part of the country. 

I have never laid down a cast-iron 
rule as to railway route, altlioiigli 1 
have my own opinions and give the 
preference to tho Bute Inlet route (and 
in this I am strengthened by tho news 
this morning of Mr. Tilley's advocacy 
in England of that route), yet I have 
always said in public and in private 
that the selection of route must \h\ loft 
entirely to the engineers and tho Ciov- 
ernment. The former will consider its 
character as to distance and expensive 
or inexpensive construction; whilst the 
latter will have to consider all that, as 
well as its commercial and military 
bearing on the present and future in- 
terests of the Dominion at large. Tho 
Mackenzie Government, after putting 
the country to the expense of printing 
and publishing 2,000 copies of a map 
to accompany the railway report of 
1878, showing the character of the 
country in the neighborhood of Slave ;

In speaking of this strike, which extends 
almost over tho entire coast, the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle says: "The owners of ves- 
sels engaged in the coast trade have for 
some time endeavored to reduce the wages 
of their seamen. Their efforts have gen- 
endly proven unsuocesaful owing to tho 
determined stand taken by the Seamen's 
Protective A.ssociation, which has fixed 
§35 per month as the rate of wages. Tho 
reduced rate is ?30. The Harvest Homo 
was the firjt vessel that endeavored to ob- 
tain seamen at reduced wages. Failing, 
her owner concluded to "lay her up" un- 
til he got a crow at his own price. Tho 
Association took ofiTfrom the J. B. Bell a 
crow, one of whom, it was reported, 
had shipped for $30. Some of tho lum- 
ber dealers have decided to liave their 
vessels remain idle rather than pay an ad- 
vance in wages. In consequence of this 
the Seamen's Association, to show their 
determination, paraded some of tho prin- 
ciple streets yesterday, bearing in the line 
significant and appropriate placards. One 
of the lumber lirms, Adams & Taylor, 
who object to tho rates of the Association 
say that thoir vessels have barely paid ox- 
po'nsos, and that tho price of lumber lias 
depreciated materially in tho last few 
inoutlis. Freightage lias decreased every- 
where. Their expenses must bo cut 
down or thoir vessels must lie idle. Tlioy 
claim that it is but fair that seamen 
should in some degree suflor with their 
employers. The Association immbera 
some 1,500 members, who assert that 
they will not give up until tho masters 
agree upon some terms." In several in- 
stances vessels at Pugot Sound ports have 
oxporiencod diflioulty in obtaining crows, 
but from latest advices it would appear 
that in many cases ship owners have ac- 
ceded to the demands of the sailors in or- 
der to keep their vessels employed. 

'Workinsmon'a rroteotivo Assooiatiioa. 

A meeting of this 'association was held 
on iMonday evening last at Good Tem- 
plars' Hall. President Shakespeare oc- 
cupied the chair, and after matters of 
routine ho announced that he had fulfilled 
his mission to Now Westminster, and had 
established a branch of the association 
there consisting of 40 members, and that 
it gave promise of being succesaful, Mr. 
Wliitley's account waii again brought for- 
ward and submitted to tho meeting. It 
was finally decided not to recognize his 
claim. A committee was appointed to 
wait on the Hon. T. B. Humphreys and 
ascertain from him positively if he is guil- 
ty of tho charge of employing Chinamen 
to cut firewood. A motion was carried 
that the nomination of otlicers for the on- 
suing three months take place one week 
before election. Notice was given of two 
important additions to the by-laws, and 
tho desirability of inducing female ser- 
vants to come to this Province was dis- 
cussed, tho matter being laid over ;jro fcm. 
Tho proper motliod of establishing 
branches of the association was also 
brought up, and on tho discussion being 
postponed tho meeting adjourned. 

Potitioa for Ropriovo. 

A petition was drafted yosterd.ay to bo 
forwarded to Sir John A. Ma'-lonald, 
praying that the sentence of death passed 
on the Indian, Jacob, for murder com- 
mitted at Barclay Sound last Summer may 
bo commuted to a term of imprisonment. 
Amongst other things set fortli in tho pe- 
tition is tho statement that imprisonment 
will bettor servo tho ends of justice 
inasmuch as by a native law tho name of 
a person hanged is not permitted to bo 
oven mentioned by tho members of tho 
tribe to which ho belonged. Thus the 
force of example would be materially 
weakonod if the death sentence were car- 
ried out; but the petition states the re- 
verse would bo tho case if imprisonment 
for life wore imposed.

Wc read in the Echo: — "It is usually 
said that the Duki3 of Buckingham will 
be tho no.\t Indian Viceroy. This is 
probably a mistake. Ho is a great 
fiivorilo of the t^Kiceii, who, it is said, 
made hiin promise that he woukl not 
stay more than a certain nu-nbcr of 
years in India. The Duke who, to his 
lionor, is a [joorinan, can have Victoria, 
the Capi; of Jamaica — all of which are 
lucrative and pleasant posts compared 
with iMadras — and, in duo time, Canada, 
if he pleases. I,ord Dufl'erin is already 
designated by general consent inWhite- 
hall ns Lord Lytton's successor. But 
the popular ex-satrap is in no way 
anxious for a new lease of vice-regal 
power. Pie has found it expensive. If 
Lord Lome is given the tenancy of the 
vice-regal Palace at Ottawa for the pur- 
pose of giving him a chance to save 
money, the Duke Argyll's son will re- 
turn to England a sadder, a wiser anil 
a ])oorer man." 

Another Secret Treaty. 

According to tho London corres- 
dondont of the Manchester Guardian, 
thorn is another secret treaty iu exist- 
ence, signed Ijy the rpprnsentati\-es of 
England and Austria at the Berlin 
Congress. The two Powers entered 
into an arrangement of this kind — to 
insist, if necessary, when the proper 
time arrives, upon the absolute with- 
drawal of the Russian armies, should 
any tdlbrt be m;ide to eviide that part 
of the J^erliii treaty. A further con- 
dition was agreed to in order to be pre- 
pared for any justilicatiou for a pro- 
longed occupation by Russia on tho 
ground of humanity. If it be urged 
in the sjiriiig, (hat I'oumelia is iu a 
disturbed slate, be^-ond the power of 
the Turkish foreo.s to cor.lrol, or from 
any other circumstances requires tho 
presence of foreign soldiers, Austria 
and England have agreed to contribute 
a small ai'iny of occupation, and there- 
by relieve Russia of her duties as the 
benevolent policeman of liurope. 
These arrangements were settled by a 
solemn treaty, and the pur[)ort of them 
was coinmunicatotl to Itussia.

I At tho Convent Garden Proinenaile 
Concerts, on October 21st, a new in- 
I strument wasplayedfor thefirsttime.for 
I which its promotersclaira the proudtitle 
j of "piano-forte of the future." Its most 
I striking feature is sufficiently indicated 
by the name "double" piano-forte, there 
being two key boards instead of one, 
and in connection with these two sep- 
arate actions. Tho double key boartl 
is, of course, not .ab.solutely now; every 
ordinary jnano jjo.ssesses it. But a little 
careful watching of the ))layer's hands 
willdi.scovertotho veriest tyro in nuisic 
that the peculiarities of tho new in- 
strument do not end here. For those 
hands, as they slitle from the lower to 
the higher board, and vice versa, will bo 
found to produce notes of a very differ- 
ent nature, tho corresponding keys of 
the two boards being, in fact, placed in 
reversed order to each other. To speak 
more jilitinly, on tho lower key board 
tho notes follow iu the ordinary sequ- 
ence on proceeding from low to high 
but on tho upper key board thi8»order 
is reversed, the low octaves being 
on the right and tho high oc- 
taves on tho left of the jihiyer. Tho 
reason for such an arrangement is ob- 
vious enough. Supposing a player 
wishes to execute a succession of .scales 
with the left hand alone; he would in 
that case begin at the extreme left of 
tho lower keyboard, proceed to about 
the middle, ami then transfer hislmnd to 
the higherkeyboard and])layback again 
from right to left. The right hand 
would perforin the same ojicratinn in 
couvcrse order, beginning in the right 
corner of the upper board and ending 
in that of tho lower. In consequence, 
each hand has the whole range of an 
ordinary jiiano-forto at its command, 
without the player .shifting his jiosition 
by an inch. It also becomes possible 
for the playor double high or low 
chords, as the case may be, and thus 
iuld to the volume and intensity of the 
sound. In like manner it will be pos- 
sible to play jmssages in -which melody 
and accompaniment approach each 
other closely with perfect cloarnesa, the 
two keyboards keeping the hands 
apart. The awkward crossing oflmnds 
Avill also bo avoided. ■ All these are ad- 
vantages which a virtuoso will appreci- 
ate, and which will enable him to pro- 
duce some effects all but unattainable 
on tho ordinary piano.
